WASHINGTON (AP) — Mov ­ 
ing closer to giv ing President 
Ford the au thority to send 
American technicians to moni­ 
tor the Sinai accord, the Senate 
today refu sed to bar the u se of 
U.S. armed forces to rescu e the 
technicians in an emergency .

15. 
The amendment was offered 
as a su bstitu te for a Hou se-ap­ 
prov ed amendment specify ing 
that congressional approv al of 
u p to 200 Americans at Sinai 
desert stations wou ld not giv e 
the president additional au thor­ 
ity 
to 
introdu ce 
American 
armed forces into hostilities. 
The Hou se amendment by 


Rep. Bob Eckhardt, D-Tex ., 
was adopted Wednesday night 
before the Hou se passed the 
technician resolu tion 341 to 69. 
Sen. Hu bert Hu mphrey , D- 
Minn., asked the Senate to 
write the same langu age into 
the Senate resolu tion to make it 
conform to the Hou se resolu ­ 
tion. This wou ld av oid the need 
for a conference to adju st dif­ 
ferences while Congress is in a 
week-long recess nex t week, he 
said. 
A final Senate v ote on the 
technician proposal is set for 
Friday . 
The deploy ment of American 
technicians in the Sinai was 
part of the United States com­ 
mitment in the peace accord 
between Israel and Egy pt.

School aid checks 
may be delayed 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
Comptroller George Lindberg is 
warning that the state may be 
forced to delay school aid pay ­ 
ments of more than $97 mi lion 
later this month. 
Lindberg said Wednesday the 
balance in the state’s general 
rev enu e fu nd is so low ttiat the 
school aid checks du e to be 
sent ou t Oct. 16 may hav e to be 
delay ed for sev eral day s. 
The comptroller’s office is re­ 
sponsible for issu ing checks for 
su ch things as school aid, wel­ 
fare pay ments and bills su b­ 
mitted by v ariou s departments 
and agencies. 
Lindberg has said repeatedly 
that a day -to-day balance of 
more than $100 million 
is 
needed to insu re that all neces­ 
sary pay ments can be made 
and bills paid on time. 
The amou nt in the general 
rev enu e fu nd flu ctu ates, de­ 
pending on the amou nt of tax 
rev enu es coming in and the 


amou nt of pay ments going ou t. 
Howev er, Lindberg reported 
that the balance dipped to $2.8 
million on Wednesday , the low­ 
est point in 14 y ears. 
He said his office has had to 
delay pay ing bills three times 
in the past two weeks becau se 
of the low balance. These bills 
were later paid when more tax 
rev enu es accu mu lated in the 
general rev enu e fu nd. 
If school aid pay ments are 
delay ed, it cou ld cau se prob­ 
lems for some local districts, 
the comptroller’s office said. 
Chicago, for ex ample, wou ld 
lose $5,(X)0 a day in interest by 
not being able to deposit its $30 
million monthly aid pay ment, a 
Lindberg spokesman said. 
Lindberg, who has been re­ 
porting general rev enu e fu nd 
balances regu larly in recent 
months, 
has 
blamed 
ov er­ 
spending by the administration 
of Gov . Daniel Walker for the 
low balance in the treasu ry . 


Walker, throu gh his press 
secretary , has accu sed Lind­ 
berg of “cry ing wolf’’ and of 
try ing to whip u p scare head­ 
lines for political pu rposes, con­ 
tending that the state wou ld 
meet all of its obligations and 
that flu ctu ations in the general 
rev enu e fu nd were normal.

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Natural gas shortage may soon 
force 500,000 out of work 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
looming natu ral gas shortage 
may start forcing as many as a 
half million Americans ou t of 
work in a matter of weeks u n­ 
less Congress and the Ford ad­ 
ministration can reach a com­ 
promise on national energy pol­ 
icy . 
Congressional testimony has 
indicated some 500,000 workers 
may be ou t of jobs when the 
anticipated natu ral gas short­ 
age hits this winter. There are 
predictions the lay offs cou ld be­ 
gin soon after Nov . 1. 
No one in Congress has chal­ 
lenged toe prediction, bu t nei­ 
ther Repu blicans nor Demo­ 
crats in the Senate hav e in­ 
dicated willingness to bu dge 
from their positions on energy 
pricing — the issu e that has pu t 
the Democratic-controlled Con­ 
gress at odds with President 
Ford for almost nine months. 
Each side has its own pro­ 


posed solu tion for toe gas short­ 
age forecast for 14 states this 
winter. The Federal Power 
Commission say s either bill 
cou ld help redu ce the shortage 
to manageable proportions. 
Repu blicans are seeking.an 
end to all price controls on nat­ 
u ral gas. They say ending con­ 
trols wou ld increase the price 
and therefore the su pply of gas 
av ailable to the 14 threatened 
states. 
Democrats hav e pu shed for 
emergency 
legislation 
that 
wou ld permit gas-short states 
to bu y gas directly frm gas-pro­ 
du cing states, mainly Lou i­ 
siana, Oklahoma and Tex as, for 
abou t $1.25 per u nit. That price 
is Imost 150 per cent abov e the 
cu rrent controlled price. 
Bu t Repu blicans, with toe 
President’s blessing, hav e re­ 
fu sed to onsider the emergen­ 
cy legislation ex cept as part of 
their effort to eliminate price 


controls on natu ral gas per­ 
manently . 
Democrats are refu sing to al­ 
low a v ote, say ing elimination 
of price controls wou ld bring 
the oil-gas indu stry a bonanza 
and worsen inflation and u nem­ 
ploy ment. They note Hou se 
leaders say there is no chance 
of passing a long-range gas bill 
in the Hou se this y ear. 
An attempted compromise 
was defeated Wednesday . 
By a 55 to 45 v ote the Senate 
rejected an amendment by Sen. 
Adlai E. Stev enson III, D-Ill., 
that wou ld hav e let the well 
price of gas rise sharply ov er 
the nex t fiv e y ears, with oil 
prices redu ced du ring the same 
period. At the end of fiv e y ears, 
the President cou ld hav e, with 
congressional approv al, modi­ 
fied the price controls or re­ 
mov ed them altogether. 
In general. Repu blicans say 
price controls hav e created gas 


shortages by deny ing the petro­ 
leu m indu stry money needed to 
dev elop more energy . Demo­ 
crats 
generally 
agree 
that 
prices shou ld be allowed to rise 
somewhat — bu t not to the lev ­ 
el that might be ex pected if 
controls were eliminated. 
The proposal was rejected 
after the Senate, on a su r­ 
prisingly close 54 to 45 v ote, de­ 
feated an amendment by Sen. 
James Abou rezk, D-S.D., seek­ 
ing to break the nation’s larg­ 
est oil and gas companies into 
nu merou s smaller firms. 
The shortage is ex pected to 
be greatest in 14 states, which 
hav e nearly six million workers 
whose jobs are dependent on 
natu ral gas. These states are 
Ohio, New Jersey , Mary land, 
Virginia, North Carolina, Sou th 
Carolina, Pennsy lv ania, New 
York, Kentu cky , West Virginia, 
Delaware, Missou ri, Iowa and

A gold medal and di­ 
ploma go with the check to be 
presented at the Nobel ceremo­ 
ny here Dec. 10. 
Sakharov ’s fight for civ il 
rights in the Sov iet Union and 
opp(^ition to tight Commu nist 
party control cost him the re­ 
wards and position as a leader 
in the Sov iet scientific commu ­ 
nity . 
In recent y ears he has re­ 
peatedly spoken ou t in fav or of 
other Sov iet dissidents and ap­ 
pealed for amnesty for political 
prisoners. 
In a recent book he also criti­ 
cized Western nations for fail­ 
ing to 
prev ent 
Commu nist 
takeov ers in Sou th Vietnam and 
Cambodia. 
In the citation, the Nobel 


committee said: 


“Sakharov ’s 
personal 
and 
fearless effort in the cau se of 
peace among mankind serv es 
as a mighy inspiration to all 
tru e endeav ou rs to promote 
peace. Uncompromisingly and 
forcefu lly Sakharov has fou ght 
not only against the abu se of 
power and v iolations of hu man 
dignity in all its forms, bu t he 
has with eq u al v igor fou ght for 
the ideal of a state fou nded on 
the principle of ju stice for all. 


“In a conv incing fashion Sak­ 
harov has emphasized that the 
inv iolable rights of man can 
serv e as the only su re fou nda­ 
tion for a genu ine and long-last­ 
ing sy stem of international co­ 
operation. In this manner he 
has su cceeiied v ery effectiv ely , 
and u nder try ing conditions, in 
reinforcing respect for su ch 
v alu es as all tru e friends of 
peace are anx iou s to su pport.’’

Sakharov wou ld be allowed to 
trav el to Oslo to receiv e the 
prize.

He flies to San 
Francisco late in the day for 
his nex t-to-last stop on a 15-day 
U.S. tou r. 
The emperor’s plane circled 
the Grand Cany on briefly be­ 
fore arriv ing here from Chi­ 
cago on Wednesday , and he lat­ 
er rode a tiny steam-engine 
train throu gh a Disney land ex ­ 
hibit showing the ev olu tion of 
the national landmark. 
The 7 4-y ear-old emperor and 
Empress Nagako were greated 
at the amu sement park gate 
Wednesday by Mickey Mou se 
and the Sev en Dwarfs, then 
were seated on wrou ght-iron 
chairs for a command perform­ 
ance of the park’s mu sical sa­ 
lu te to the Bicentennial, Amer­ 
ica on Parade. 
Hirohito and his wife earlier 
were hosted by May or Tom 
Bradley and other state and lo­ 
cal officials, inclu ding Gov . Ed­ 
mu nd G. Brown Jr., at a lav ish 
lu ncheon in the downtown Mu ­ 
sic Center. 
The lu nch inclu ded filet mig- 
non and California wines, and 
Hirohito’s interest was piq u ed 
by the av ocados in his salad 
and the mu sic of a Mex ican 
mariachi band in the hall.

Airlines oppose Ford plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Ford’s plan aimed at 
stimu lating competition in the 
air transportation indu stry is 
drawing strong opposition from 
airlines.

Administration officials con­ 
tended the legislation wou ld re­ 
su lt in lower ov er-all air fares 
for the pu blic by stimu lating 
competition.

Test ban without inspection? 


Leonid Brezhnev and Andrei 
Gromy ko, hardly pausing for breath 
after their strenuous bout of sales­ 
manship at the European security 
conference, have resumed business 
this week under the sign that reads 
“disarmament.” At the United Na­ 
tions assembly session that began 
last week, the Russians are try ing to 
focus world attention on their new 
draft of a treaty that would, ostensi­ 
bly , prohibit all testing of nuclear 
weapons. 
Sounds familiar? Yes, indeed. 
Back in the 1950s the idea of such a 
treaty had already , and very under­ 
standably , become internationally 
popular. Nikita Khrushchev went to 
the point of inviting the world to join 
Russia in disarming completely —on 
condition that nobody should be able 
to find out whether Russia had actu­ 
ally disarmed. The lengthy negotia­ 
tions that were then undertaken ran 
up against the solid wall of Soviet re­ 
jection of any process of verifica­ 
tion. 
In 1963 Krushchev and President 
Kennedy settled for a partial test- 
ban treaty , renouncing above­ 
ground ex plosions which, because of 
the windborne radioactivity they 
cause, can hardly be confused with 
natural tremors on the world’s seis­ 
mographs. That treaty , literally . 


cleared the air. China and FYance 
rejected it, but their test ex plosions 
did not foul the atmosphere as much 
as the bigger Russian and American 
ones had done. Below ground, Rus­ 
sia and America continued to bang 
away , undeterred by the ritual ap­ 
peals for them to stop. 
In July , 1974, Brezhnev and Pres­ 
ident Nix on responded to those ap­ 
peals to the ex tent of agreeing that 
after March, 1976, their two coun­ 
tries would limit the size of their un­ 
derground blasts to 150 kilotons. 
This “threshold treaty ” has found 
little international favor. A J50-kilo- 
ton ex plosion is six times as power­ 
ful as the one that destroy ed Hirosh­ 
ima. The only argument for agree­ 
ing on a threshold is related to the 
hoary old verification problem. Sci­ 
entists may differ about the practi­ 
cability of seismographic identifica­ 
tion of all underground nuclear 
blasts, but the bigger the blasts the 
more certainly they can be distin­ 
guished. 
The need for a threshold limita­ 
tion, and the most difficult obstacle 
to the adoption of a conprehensive 
test-ban treaty , would be removed if 
the Russians would agree that there 
should be some realistic provision 
for verification. But the draft treaty 
that Gromy ko is now offering shows 
. that the Russians are still paranoi- 
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acally opposed to even the mos? 
modest and unintrusive forms of on­ 
site inspection. 
A comprehensive ban, with prop­ 
er verification, would not only curb 
the two superpowers’ arms race but 
would also help to inhibit China and 
France from further testing—and 
the numerous near-nuclear powers 
from joining the nuclear club. 
Another great hole in the new So­ 
viet ploy is its bland unconcern 
about one of the trickiest aspects of 
the problem of halting nuclear pro­ 
liferation. Among the merits of the 
1968 non-proliferation treaty (NPT) 
was the fact that it took account of 
the hard truth that any state capable 
of staging “peaceful” nuclear ex plo­ 
sions has a nuclear weapons capa­ 
bility . 
Non-nuclear adherents to that 
treaty have specifically renounced 
the right to set off “peaceful” blasts 
like the one staged last y ear by In­ 
dia—and the ones eagerly envisaged 
by Brazil. In sharp contrast, adher­ 
ents to Gromy ko’s treaty would spe­ 
cifically retain this right. 
In backing away from the posi­ 
tion they took when they were call­ 
ing for general acceptance of the 
NPT, the Russians are not merely 
concerned to please India and Brazil 
and other such nuclear aspirants. 
Since the threshold treaty was 
signed last y ear, the Americans 
have been disturbed to find the Rus­ 
sians insisting, in the course of talks 
about implementation of the treaty , 
that they should be free to go on set­ 
ting off nuclear blasts well in ex cess 
of the 150-kiloton limit so long as 
these were proclaimed to be “peace­ 
ful” ex plosions. So any country that 
accepted Gromy ko’s new treaty in 
good faith, and honestly complied 
both with it and with the NPT, might 
have to go on hearing distant rum­ 
bles from Russia which, even if the 
seismographs showed conclusively 
that they were not natural tremors, 
could be ex plained away as mere 
peaceful nuclear bangs. 
Which suggests that Brezhnev’s 
interpretation of, and enthusiasm 
for, “complete prohibition” may 
have something in common with À1 
Capone’s.

Don't giv e Pa na ma our canal 
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By JOHN F. McMANUS 
BELMONT, M ass.- In 1903, the 
newly formed nation of Panama 
agreed to a treaty granting the Unit­ 
ed States a 10-miIe-wide strip of land 
across its narrow mid-section (isth­ 
mus) for the purpose of building and 
maintaining a canal. The agree­ 
ment, known as the Hay -Bunau-Va­ 
rilla Treaty , gave the U.S. “all the 
rights, powers, and authority within 
the zone . . . which the United States 
would possess and ex ercise if it were 
the soverign of the territory . . . in 
perpetuity . . . ” The treaty still 
stands. 


We then paid Panama $10 million 
for the Canal Zone, built and paid for 
the Canal, gave Panama an annual 
sum (now up to $1,930,000 each 
y ear), and have successfully run the 
Canal since its completion in 1914. 
Over the y ears, Panama’s self-seek­ 
ing politicians have complained 
alx )ut various provisions of the trea­ 
ty , especially U.S. control over the 
Canal Zone. As part of a general 
trend of anti-Americanism through­ 
out Latin America, demonstrations 
challenging our presence in the Zone 
were conducted in 1959, and full- 
scale riots broke out in 1964. 
After the riots in 1964, President 
Johnson promised negotiations and 
eventually a new treaty . Little was 


the giveaway because it feared that 
done, however, because of strong 
Congressional opposition to any sell­ 
out. But by 1974 the Ex ecutive 
Branch had grabbed so much power 
from an increasingly submissive 
Congress that Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger arbitrarily signed 
“an agreement in principle” to turn 
the Canal over to the Marx ist gov­ 
ernment of General Omar Torrijos. 
Congressional reaction to Kissin­ 
ger’s move has been gratify ingly 
strong. At least 37 Senators are on 
record in opposition to “any relin­ 
q uishment of authority ” over the 
Canal. (Thirty -four Senate votes 
would be needed to block a new 
treaty .) In addition, there is strong 
House opposition to the proposed 
sellout. The House does claim a say 
in the matter by virtue of powers 
granted in Article IV, Section 3 of the 
Constitution. 
But Parade magazine recently 
q uoted Panamanian Foreign Affairs 
Adviser Julio Yao as say ing, “If Pa­ 
nama does not recover the Canal 
Zone, no one can prevent the Pana­ 
manians from destroy ing, making 
inoperative, or paraly zing the Ca­ 
nal.” An official in Panama’s Wash­ 
ington Embassy confirmed the ac­ 
curacy of both the statement and the 
sentiment it convey ed. The Los An­ 
geles Times editorially supported 


“tens of thousands” of Panama­ 
nians “reinforced with thousands of 
other Latin Americans” might •' 
march on the Canal. 
Threats and pressures obviously 
produce results, for General George • * 
S. Brown, chairman of our Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, in a complete revers- , 
al of position, recently announced 
his support of a new treaty . Ttie . 
General had just returned from a 
visit with Panama’s Torrijos—made . 
at the req uest of President Ford. < • 
Congressman William L. Dickinson 
(R.-Ala.) also reversed his opposi- 
tion to the sellout after a trip to Pa­ 
nama. 
Obviously , the Canal is strategi- . 
cally important to the United States. . 
Turning it over to Marx ist America- ' • 
haters is simply asking for trouble. * 
But what we are witnessing is more 
than just a proposed giveaway of 
territory ; for this operation is one 
additional step in the process of - 
bringing the United States to its 
knees. The galling aspect of the . 
whole business is that the sinister 
game is the work of diplomats and 
others who are supposed to be loy al 
to American interests. That they are 
not loy al should be obvious. And that 
we should retain the Panama Canal 
ex actly as before is eq ually clear.

Mide a s t a nte upped for U.S.? 
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V. 


Americans have been jolted by 
the revelation that their Secre­ 
tary of State has half-promised to 
supply Israel with a medium- 
range missile, the Pershing, that 
is deploy ed by the United States 
solely as a nuclear weapon car­ 
rier. A half-promise may not be 
worth a wholehearted row; all 
Henry Kissinger has pledged his 
government to do (according to 
the leaked tex t of a secret adden­ 
dum to the “memorandum of un­ 
derstanding”) is to join Israel in a 
“study of high technology and so­ 
phisticated items, including the 
Pershing ground-to-ground mis­ 
siles with conventional warheads, 
with the view to giving a positive 
response.” 


What, Americans and others 
are asking, does this classic ex ­ 
ample of Kissinger-sty le ambigu­ 
ity actually mean? 
Which Pershing, for instance, 
were Kissinger and the Israelis 
talking about—if, that is, they 
were talking about the same one? 
The production line of the current 
model, Pershing-la, closed in 
June. The only way to get the mis­ 
sile to Israel before 1980 would be 
to take it out of the American 
army ’s own supplies (which nei­ 
ther the Defense Secretary , 
James Schlesinger, nor Congress 
would condone) or face the inor­ 
dinate ex pense of restarting, and 
converting, the program to pro­ 
duce Israel’s special non-nuclear 
variety . 
Oh no, the Israelis now pri­ 
vately argue: they are just try ing 
to pin America down on their fu­ 
ture defense needs by making a 
bid for Pershing-2, the model that 
will become available in about 
five y ears’ time. 
May be. Or may be Israel 
switched its sights to the later 
model after the fuss blew up. The 
American Defense Department’s 
angry reaction to the leaked re­ 


port (and who leaked it?) sug­ 
gests, at the very least, that the 
issue was not made clear. Schles­ 
inger has publicly fudged the ex ­ 
tent to which the Pentagon was 
left out of things, but it seems that 
the Defense men did not know 
that the Pershing was going to 
figure in Kissinger’s final inten­ 
sive bargaining to get Israel’s 
signature to the Sinai deal, let 
alone that he was going to commit 
his government to a “positive re­ 
sponse.” 


When Israel began asking for 
the missile a y ear ago, the De­ 
fense Department’s response, 
within the American administra­ 
tion, was decidedly negative; the 
Pentagon has never made any 
bones about the fact that it re­ 
gards the Pershing as a vehicle 
for the delivery of nuclear war­ 
heads and that it has no conven­ 
tional role. It is true that Per­ 
shing-2, because of its greater ac­ 
curacy , is less completely unsuit­ 
able for conventional use than the 
current model. It is also true that 
it would be less unrealistic to 
build in special non-nuclear modi­ 
fications, and a whole new war­ 
head, for a sy stem still in the 
planning stage than to monkey 
about with a program that has al­ 
ready reached its end. 
But 
these 
q ualifications 
amount to no more than say ing 
that supply ing Israel with Per­ 
shing-2 might be a less bad idea 
than supply ing it with Pershin-la. 
It would still be a bad idea. 
Israel could, if it so decided, 
produce and ex plode a nuclear 
weapon: that is no longer serious­ 
ly q uestioned. And it does not 
need the Pershing to carry the 
weapon: an airplane would do. 
But for Israel to ask for, and may ­ 
be get, the Pershing adds a dan­ 
gerous degree of credibility to the 
fear that one day one Israeli gov­ 
ernment could make this deci- 


sion. Successive Israeli govern­ 
ments have sworn that Israel will 
not be the first Middle Eastern 
state to fire a nuclear weapon; 
the present government has spec­ 
ified that it would not use the Per­ 
shing for this purpose—although 
in terms that implied that, if it 
wished, it had the ability to do so. 
An elaborate and costly pro­ 
gram could be devised to make 
Israel’s Pershing and its warhead 
non-nuclear. But the Arabs would 
not believe that a reconversion 
back to the standard model was 
bey ond Israel’s technological 
abilities. Nor, one suspects, would 
the Israelis want the Arabs to be­ 
lieve otherwise. The lurking 
threat—even subsumed into an 
Israeli-American study commit­ 
tee—of an Israeli nucrear deter­ 
rent could be argued to serve Is­ 
rael well. A deterrent, after all, 
deters. 
But, as Schlesinger has said, it 
is not American policy to help Is­ 
rael to “a position in which it 
overawes its neighbors.” If the 
thre^ looms so large and so long 
as a Pershing— then Arabs, or 
some of them, are going to search 
hell and high water for an an­ 
swer in kind. 
The knowledge that the Per­ 
shing could introduce a whole 
new scale of weapon-hunting into 
the world’s most ex plosive area, 
plus the discomfort of feeling that 
siraiige inings were oeing plotted 
behind their backs, have stopped 
American Congressmen in their 
tracks. Senators who had been 
prepared to authorize the station­ 
ing of American technicians in Si­ 
nai—and Israel has not made this 
authorization a precondition for 
its signing the detailed Israeli- 
Egy ptian agreement that it ini­ 
tialled recently —are now holding 
back while they demand to know 
just what has been promised, 
when and to whom, for Kissin­ 
ger’s Sinai triumph. 


Oil industry hold oils info cards

The most highly guarded secret 
in America is the truth about the na­ 
tion’s oil and gas production and the 
ex tent of known or potential re­ 
serves, charges Rep. Charles A. 
Vanik, (D-Ohio). Congress really 
doesn’t know how much oil and gas 
is in the ground waiting to come 
out—when the price is right, he say s. 
“The great big government of 
America—which many would like to 
miniaturize—begs the oil and gas in­ 
formation from an industry -man­ 
aged reporting facility . There are no 
penalties for false information, the 
suppression of truth or for under-re­ 
porting . . . 
“In this vacuum of information, 
the industry holds all the cards.” 
Well, if the government really is 
that much in the dark about the situ­ 
ation, it can’t be for want of cards of 
its own. 
According to an estimate in thf 
Wall Street Journal, the mountains 
of information the government re­ 
q uires from the oil industry is cost­ 
ing the 20 largest companies—and 
ultimately , of course, the consum­ 
er—about $60 million a y ear. At an 
average cost of $100,000, that is 
enough to drill 600 wells. 
Standard Oil of Indiana, for ex ­ 
ample, has 636 miles of computer 
tape storing the information it has 
had to supply to just one government 
Igency , the Federal Energy Admin­ 


istration. It gives the FEA about 
225,000 pages of data a y ear on its 
various operations. Phone calls to 
the capital have soared to 27,000 a 
y ear from only 1,300 five y ears ago, 
and employ es take more than 600 
trips a y ear to Washington. 
All the other companies complain 
about the money and manpower 
they are pouring into paperwork. 
Ex x on last y ear submitted a one- 
shot report to the FEA of 475,000 
pages, which took 100 employ es two 
months to prepare. 
Union Oil say s regulatory re­ 
q uirements cost it about $3 million a 
y ear. Shell Oil has 250 employ ed 
working part-time on governmenr 
regulations chores and say s that 
even if the FEA closed up today 
(which would put 3,200 bureaucrats 
on welfare), it would still have to file 
389 reports with 44 other agencies, 
ranging in freq uency from once a 
week to once a y ear and providing 
figures on ex ploration and produc­ 
tion, marketing, sales, profits and 
other aspects of its business. 
Nevertheless, Vanik’s Charge 
has been echoed in the other wing of 
the Capitol. 
The big oil companies, operating 
as a club, are inhibiting production 
of oil until prices go higher, say s 
Sen. Birch Bay h (D-Ind.). He and 
three other senators have intro­ 
duced legislation to break up the 22 
largest companies. They cite an an­ 


titrust and monopoly subcommittee 
report which found that “virtually 
all Gulf Coast outer continental shelf 
production comes from a couple of 
dozen producers, with the integrated 
major companies having the lion’s 
share.” 
Aside from the highly q uestiona­ 
ble possibility that breaking up the 
oil giants or demanding more infor­ 
mation from them would result in 
more and cheaper oil and gas for 
Americans, the interesting thing is 
that no other basix industry in the 
United States has any thing remotely 
approaching “a couple of dozen pro­ 
ducers,” let alone hundreds of 
smaller, independent producers. 
In the automobile industry , to 
take perhaps the most contrasting 
ex ample, there are only three major 
manufacturers, the largest of which 
accounts for more than half of all 
production. Yet no one suggests we 
would have cheaper cars by break­ 
ing up General Motors into a number 
of smaller companies—one to make 
engines, another to make bodies, an­ 
other to assemble them and another 
to market the finished vehicle. 
If Vanik and Bay h are correct in' 
their allegations, it would seem that 
the CIA ought to begin taking lessons 
in deception and conspiracy from 
the oil industry . Either that or “the 
great big government of America” 
could, indeed, stand some miniaturi­ 
zation.

The tune was widely known in 
the 
colonies 
before

the British used it. At times it 
replaced the “ Rogue’s March” 
in drumming culprits out of 
cam p.

reference to the capture of Fort 
Louisburg on Cape Breton 
Island by New Englanders in 
17 45 and to other incidents in 
the French and Indian wars.

The widely publicized legend 
that Betsey Ross made the first 
Stars and Stripes in June. 1776

G e o r g e 
Washington, Robert Morris, 
George Ross and her uncle, was 
first made public in 1870 by a 
gr a n d s o n of Mrs. Ros s . 
Historians have never found 
records of such a meeting or 
committee.

“ making ships colours, etc.”

lliis patriotic song, which has 
been played in so many different 
versions, 
has retained 
its 
popularity for over 200 years. 
What is the basis of this great 
appeal’’ Surely, it is not be­ 
cause of any sense of majesty 
or great dignity. More apt per­ 
haps is its appeal to our sense of 
humor. This jaunty, lilting air, 
with any number of amusing 
verses that we may compose, 
will probably appeal to the 
American spirit 
indefinitely.

I The Doctor Says : 
Age may be factor in 
elderly man's problem 


By Lawrence E. l.amb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB — My 79- 
year-old father asked me to 
write to you and get your opi­ 
nion. His doctor discovered that 
he had high blood pressure with 
a reading of 210. 
He was put on Esimil. Most of 
my father’s old friends are on 
Diuril and some on a diet and 
some on low-cholesterol, salt- 
free diets. We asked the doctor 
and he said no diet and that 
Esimil is diuretic. 


My father is 5-feet-3 and 
weighs 179 pounds. The doctor 
listens well but does not com­ 
municate and is very busy. My 
father wants to know if he 
should continue with this doctor 
or should he seek a hyperten­ 
sion specialist*’ 
I have read that a diseased 
kidney can cause hypertension. 
My father urinates frequently 
at night. The doctor said this 
was normal. I also asked if it 
could mean a heart problem. 
The doctor said no. No tests 
were taken of any kind except 


taking the blood pressure and 
listening to the heart. 
DEAR REA D ER - Your 
father is not young any more 
but even so a lot might be done 
for him. Anyone his height and 
weight with high blood pressure 
should be on a diet, in my opi­ 
nion. Also, I would like to see 
everyone 
with high blood 
pressure have an electrocar­ 
diogram 
(EC G or 
E K G ). 
Several 
blood 
pressure 
measurements are needed to be 
sure what the level really is. 
Your father is also in the 
right age group to have an 
enlarged prostate. Perhaps the 
doctor ruled that out, but the 
need to get up at night might be 
related to that. 
It certainly wouldn’t hurt to 
have 
a 
consultation 
with 
another doctor, perhaps a 
specialist 
in 
internal 
medicine, 
to review 
your 
father’s overall status. 
A 
second opinion is often helpful. 
A diseased kidney or circula­ 
tion problems to the kidney can 
cause high blood pressure.

of a complete examination in­ 
cludes sufficient studies to rule 
out a number of known causes 
of high blood pressure that 
should be treated differently 
than the more common forms 
of high blood pressure. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - What is 
the medical term for dropsy? 
We have a daughter who has 
been taking a lot of tests. The 
doctor said that he couldn’t find 
anything wrong with her except 
that she has edema 
She 
swells all over, sometimes 
worse than other times. We 
wondered if that edema might 
be what 
we always called 
dropsy. 
DEAR REA D ER - Yes, the 
swelling caused by edema is 
old-fashioned dropsy. However, 
swelling can be caused by 
many things, some not serious 
and others more so. I presume 
your daughter’s doctor didn’t 
find 
any 
serious 
medical 
problem. 
Edema or water accumula­ 
tion can be from hormone in­ 
fluences as before normal 
periods, varicose veins, liver 
disease, kidney disease or heart 
failure. The most common use 
of the term, dropsy in previous 
times was for the fluid ac­ 
cumulation found with heart, 
kidney or liver disease, and ap­ 
parently your doctor doesn’t 
think your daughter has these 
problems.

J ohnson, a Republican, v e­ 
toed 29 bills during his presi­ 
dency from 18 65 to 18 69.

Sex Prejudices 
Opal’s husband is probably 
ty pical of a majority of y oung 
married men. 
Yet a man’s daug hters are 
more likely to nursemaid him 
when he becomes a senile old 
man! 
For daug hters, as a rule, are 
more closely knit to their par­ 
ents than are sons. 
For a dutiful daug hter is 
more father-oriented than a 
dutiful daug hter-in-law, thoug h 
many of the latter are actually 
delig htful ex ceptions to that 
rule.
